Protecting Khe Sanh 


Action Also

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. planes 


aimed one of the heaviest bom- 
bardments of the war—nearly 
1.5 million pounds of explosives 
—at Communist troops threat- 
ening the .northwest frontier out- 
post of Khe Sanh, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported today. 


Along the eastern portion of 


South Vietnam's northern fron- 
tier, two ground clashes were 
reported and three enemy tanks 
were sighted. 


These developments boosted 


speculation that the expected 
giant Red assault on Khe Sanh 
might be accompanied by si- 
multaneous attacks on other al- 
lied outposts all along the .fron- 
tier. Such a coordinated push 
likely would hamper quick rein- 
forcement of the 5,000 U.S. Ma- 
rines at Khe Sanh.

They 
fired in 85 mortar rounds Fri- 
day, killing one Marine and 
wounding 10. 


About 50 miles below the fron- 


tier, Communist troops clinging 
to part of Hue's Citadel for the 
18th day tried today to drive 
back attacking 
U.S. Marines 


with a new barrage of gre- 
nades and small arms fire and 
hit an American tank with a 
rocket. 


Citadel Fight 


The heavy enemy return fire 


came after Marine officers said 
they believed enemy strength in 
the old walled Citadel had been 
cut down to about 500 men and 
that they hoped to drive them 
out within 48 hours. 


Field reports from Hue said 


Leathernecks were hurling tear 
gas grenades and calling in 
more artillery in efforts to push 
700 yards among rubble-strewn 
buildings to the Citadel's south 
wall, where the Communist flag 
was reported still flying. 


One Marine was killed and 


five wounded today, including 
two men wounded when their 
tank was hit by bazooka-type 
rockets.

Got in "Scuffle" 


The setting was the depart- 


ment's s p a c i o u s assembly 
room. I got into a "scuffle" 
with Patrolman Bruce Peir- 
son. I resisted, trying to take 
a swing. He got me in an arm 
lock.

resist as long as possible.

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Youth Groups and the Underprivileged 


There has been concern for many years, 


but especially in this decade, among 
leaders of youth groups, that the organiza- 
tions seem to have little appeal for 
youngsters in deprived areas or from sub- 
standard families. In general, it is the 
middle class boy or girl who becomes a Boy 
or Girl Scout, joins the Campfire Girls or 
the YMCA or is active with 4-H clubs or the 
Red Cross. 


Most of the organizations have been 


making extensive studies to find out why 
this is true, and how other young people 
can be encouraged to join. Among the 
greatest beneficiaries of the new look in 
youth groups are the old members. 


All kinds of reasons were discovered, 


from unconscious snobbery among Cub 
Scout parents to apathy in the homes of 
deprived youngsters. But changes are being 
made and for the better. 


The YMCA in large cities has developed 


a Detached Workers Program which in- 
volves working with street gangs rather 
than trying to get them to come and play 
volleyball on their own. Red Cross Youth 
Volunteers now go into low income areas 
and recruit new members who in turn are 
urged to recruit some on their own. There 
are more than 150,000 Girl Scouts in hard 
core areas and some are working with Head 
Start programs. The Camp Fire Girls have 


A Risk of War 


The Indians, we are told, would mas- 


sacre any settler or soldier who dared to 
venture away from the protective confines 
of the fort. It was a situation which settlers 
and soldiers accepted and learned to live 
with We seem to have forgotten that lesson 
from our 19th century. 


Last month, the USS Pueblo strayed

According to official 
U.S. reports, the plane had strayed to 
within five miles of the coast due to a 
"navigational error." Again it makes little 
difference to the Communists or to history. 
The plane transgressed. 


What the two incidents prove is that the

know there is something they can do about 
it 


Educators have been deploring subur- 


ban schools because the students associate 
only with youngsters from the same social 
and economic class. To some extent most 
youth groups had the same problem. But as 
the patterns change, it is likely that 
members will come to know the problems 
of other segments of American life and 
more tolerance in trying to find solutions. 
Doing their duty to God and their country 
will inevitably become more meaningful 
and more effective. 


United States is at war with the other side 
While a hot war is being fought in Vietnam, 
we have nearly the same thing brewing 
elsewhere in the Far East Certainly the 
Pueblo — and perhaps the Navy plane as 
well — acted in a spy capacity We like to 
believe the Pueblo was in international 
waters, even that it was beyond the 12-mile 
limit which the Communists recognize as 
their own domain. 


But we know that the unarmed Navy 


plane was not in international waters. Five 
miles is too close, our pilots are warned, 
even though the United States recognizes 
only a three-mile limit 


We can expect no mercy from the 


enemy Whether we have actually trans- 
gressed is not the issue The issue is that we 
came close enough to transgressing for the 
Communists to be able to get away with 
saying we did. It is a risk of war 


The enemy, we are told, will massacre 


any settler or soldier who dares to venture 
away from the protective confines of the 
fort. 


Polishing the Judicial Image? 


The antics of Circuit Judge Harold Bode 


of Kenosha in a Milwaukee court where he 
was hearing a criminal case indicate that 
the judge apparently hasn't read the 
recently promulgated "Code of Judicial 
Ethics" set down by the State Supreme 
Court. The judge, to put it plainly, made a 
spectacle of himself when he made a big to- 
do about the fact that jurors in the case 
weren't supplied 
with 
coffee by the 


sheriffs office as the judge saw fit to 
order Judge Bode twice cited a sheriff's 
aide for contempt for failure to have the 
coffee available to jurors in chambers 
despite the fact that this is contrary to the 
usual practice in Milwaukee courts. 


The judge ranted and raved, frequently 


proclaimed the rather tenuous edict that 
"The law is what I say it is," and otherwise 
disported himself in a manner which is 
hardly calculated to gain respect either for

to follow such orders We fail to see that 
ordering coffee to be brought to jurors has 
much to do with any basic rights of the 
litigants in court proceedings This is 
especially true since it was explained to 
Judge Bode, who apparently was m no 
mood to listen, that the Milwaukee sheriff 
had no practicable means of complying 
with the judge's peremptory order that it 
be done 


We suggest that Judge Bode might read 


Section 12 of "Standards" in the "Code of 
Judicial Ethics." which the Supreme Court 
set forth as "the significant qualities of the 
ideal judge " The section reads as follows1 


A judge should not seek to be extreme, 


peculiar, spectacular or sensational in his 
judgment or in his conduct of the court He 
should not compel persons brought before 
him fas in contempt actions) to submit to 
discipline of his own devising without 
authority of law In imposing sentence he 
should not seek popularity or publicity by 
exceptional severity or undue leniency "

pound devaluation last Nov 18 


The United States shelled out 


at least $925 million of its gold 
since devaluation to feed the 
demand and stablize the price 
Other members of the seven- 
nation London gold pool pulled 
bullion from their stock to keep 
the price on an even keel 
"Since 1934, the United States 


has committed itself to buying 
and selling gold to foreign gov- 
ernments and central banks at 
$35 an ounce 


Foreign nations since World 


War II have been piling up 
dollars which the United states 
has sent abroad in many ways 
—travel and investments and 
military expenditures, for ex- 
ample T h e s e dollars total 
more than foreigners spend in 
the United States, creating a 
balance of payments deficit 
which has grown to what John- 
son estimates will be $3 5 bil-
